In the House yesterday. Dr. Dlokson moved 
for oopiea of the " urdera" coosiitutiog the 

Legislative Council of Vunoouver Island, and 
Mr. DeCosmoB postponeJ his imporlant mo« 
tioD on the subject till Thursday nuxl. When 
the people's represontatives are on the point 
of petitioDiDg Her Uajesty'a Government for 
a reoonstraotion of tbe Upper branch of our 
Legislature, it may bo well to examine the 
imperfections of a body which is thus to be 
reformed. Its fust and probably most 
serious defect is itb large preponderance of 
paid ofEcials, virtually destroying the Coun- 
eit'a independenoe. It mattera little bow the 
membera may think individually, they can- 
not be expected to vote against the power 
tnat brings them into oCioial being or extin- 
gaishes their olBcial life. Tbey ate, there- 
fore, DotbiDg more than a breakwater for the 
Exeoattve ; if a popular bill has to be vetoed 
they assume the responsibility and relieve the 
Governor of the disagrooablo necessity of 
doing an unpopular act. Tho only real effect, 
tbMrefote, of oar proneot Upper House is to 
make the Governor of the colony to a grcut 
extent irresponsible — a condition certainly 
not desired by an intelligent or independent 
population, nor, we believe, by His Excellency 
himself. In all free governmente, logialation 
ahould be done by the people and them 
alone. It is true that the sanction of the 
head of the Government is an Indispensable 
condition to the completion of an Act : but 
it ia not a creative power. By having irre- 
sponsible oOTioials, however, predominant in 
tho Upper House, we virtually giro to the 
bead of the Government a legislative fane 
tion and destroy the autonomy of the popular 
branch ol the Legislature. Whether we 
have responsible Government or not Ihern is 
one thing however for our own protection, we 
should insist upon, and (hit is that no irre- 
sponsible o£Soial should be allowed to inter 
feie with the legislation of the country. If 
it ia found necessary to have some represen- 
tatives of the Government in either House, 
for the purpose of alTurding ofOoial informa- 
tion to the menibera, lal them sit ns vehicles 
of information but not as membera entitled 
to vote. 

There is, however, another imporlant de- 
fect in the Upper ilouso — not so much in 
its construction as in its working. Taking 
the acts that have become law, we And thai 
the number introduced by the Legislative 
Oounoil is so meagre in its ratio that, it may 
be laid the members have really dono no- 
thing. Instead of assisting the Lower House, 
the principal object aeema to have been to 
prolong the passage of a bill by introducing 
useless amendments or by luangliog the 
mrasnre sent up by the House to such an 
extent as to make it a new bill. The iegis- 
latite fiinotions, therefore, of the Upper 
House are simply Interpolating the bills of 
the Assembly. If the ofGcial members went 
to work like the members of the Lower 
House and made legislation their aim, liow- 
evor mach we might object to the exercise 
of snob functions on principle, we ini;;lit at 
least ba iodoced to overlook a great d jal of 
the informality and anomaly on tho ground 
that the wants of the colony were receiving 
active consideration ; but as we have shown, 
there is no such consolation. The Upper 
Honse makes no pretension to a creu'ive 
body, bat sits like a marplot interfering with 
designs it is either unable or unwilling to 
conceive. 

The present construction of the Council, 
strange as il may appear to some, works dis- 
advantageously to the Governor himself ; for 
whether the acts of this branch of the Legis- 
lature are in conformity to His Bxcellency's 
opinions or not, the impression will always 
exist that they are. By this means a 
gulf is si once created between the Governor 
and the people, to the prejudice of both. The 
real position of the Governor, and one that 
we believe his present Exoellenoy is anxioas 
to maintain, is that of strict impartiality- 
interfering in nothing beyond the legitimate 
functions ol tho representative of tho Crown. 
Legislating, therefore, or tampering with the 
Lower House, is what no honest Qovlrnor 
desires. With the veto power in his band to 
defend the interests of the Crown as tvell as 
the interests of the people — to see thai while 
no encroachment is made on the royal prc' 
rog&tive on tho one hand, no oorrupliuii or 
deservedly unpopular measures ate allowed 
to beeome law on the other— the Governor 
is at the height of all legitimate ambition, 
and becomes the embodiment of dignity and 
justice. Any system of government that 
f Micea him in u dilTerent nlliliida is unjust to 
himself, end injurious t» the pooplo. When, 
th<jreforc, the question of recoi^structing thu 
Upper House — of eliminating from its body 
that overwhelming Executive element— comes 
before His Kxcellency. we feel cnuviiieed 
that ho will do his utmost to ciblain for 
the people a f.ugislalive Council, uncharao- 
tetized by those defects which force themselves 
80 disagreeably at present on the public 
attention.

On clause 6, providing for the ixamination by 
the Medical Board of applicants for a license. 

Dr. Powell urged the necessity of the lionril 
having power to examine and reject applicants 
who mi^ht come from foreign seaools, with in- 
ferior diplomas obtained perhapa by tlx moniha' 
study or purchased perhaps for SlOO. 

Mr. DeCosmoa would exempt all applicants 
from examination as to attainments who neld cre- 
dentials from any recognized foreign Univerhity; 
College or School of .Medicine; there might be a 
proviso against the admission of applicants who 
had not passed the proper course of study or who 
had toU)i;!i. their diplomas. 

Dr. Dickson thought sufficient confidence migh 
be reposed in the Medical Hoard, ttiat applicants 
coming from foreign recognized Universities would 
not bo aubjocmd to examination bj the Board. 
There were however many universities where the 
courae of atudy was very inferior to English 
schools. In the American schoola for inatancc, 
tho two beat ones only required two seasinns of 
five montha each, while tho rest only requited 4 
months' sessions. The hon. gentleman procoeded 
to draw a lamentable picture of tho Medical course 
required even iu Harvard Univcriitj, the beat In 
the United Stttea (where hi himself had studied) 
and where by passing tho abort term and by the 
payment of S3t) a diploma could be procured. 

Dr. Powell said the bill was not an Ulibernl ono ;

As soiiio miaeoiTceptioD seems to exist as 
to tho law by which the Oourt is lo ba gnidcil 
in ODtertoining applications for special juries 
in criminal cases, the following Ncctioii of 
Geo. IV. c. fiO, (aoc. ."lO) whieh was read in 
the recent case o( J!cgiii<i vs. Siitilh, coui- 
menlcd on by counsel on both sides, and re- 
garded by the Chief Justioe as leaving him 
no discretion, may not be considered out of 
place :— 

"It slnill be lawful for His Majesty's 
Court of icing's lieneli, &c., at Westniioater 
respcolively, and for tho judges of the said 
Courts ol the three counties palutino, and of 
the Courts of Great Sossiciia in Wales, upon 
the motion (il any prosecutor, relalur, pIiiintilT, 
or delonilaiit, or ol any tiefeiidunt or tenant, 
in any cusu whulsiever. wlietlier civil oi 
criniimil, or on any jieiial staliiiu, cxceplmi. 
onlij indicliiieiils for Ireastm and fiAonij, de 
pending in any ot the s^iid (JuiirtH, and Ihe 
taid Courts and Judges re.«pi'ctively are 
hereby iiulhorizod in any of the eases Oofore 
nienlionuJ to older and mipoint a Bpocia' 
jury to he struck before tho proper ollicer of 
each respective Court for tho trini (jf any 
issue, j. lined in any of the said cases and 
triable by a jury in such manner as the said 
Courts respectively have usually ordered the 
snine, and every jury so strticU shall be tho 
jury returned for lha trial uf tho issue." 

'I'ha patty applying is to pay the costs 
which, in the event ot h'a sncCL'.-i, ho shall not 
be allowed to rocovtr back from the unauc- 
cesslul parly, unless the judge before whom 
the case is tried shall afterwurd.s ccrli/ij that 
the same was a proper case to be tried by a 
special jury. It will thus be seen that no 
distinction whatever exists bttween civil 
cases and misdemeanors iu ruipect of tho 
right to especial jury, and as it is well known 
that no discretion is vested in the Court in 
tho one case there ean, by a parity of reasoolDg, 
be none in tho other. 

Again, the words " shall be lawful ' in the 
abseiice of other words implying doubt or 
giving discretion lo tho Judge, us in applica- 
tions for a writ of C'i;)i(ij, where it is 
provided that " It shall be lawful, tec," if 
the Court '-'shall tliiuk fit," have been 
held to be inaodatury. It will be furthe^ 
observed that no alBdavit is required by the 
soctioQ from the applicant stating the grounds, 
for his application — a cirourastance incon- 
sistent with the idea that a discretion is 
vested in the L'jurt.

Mr. DoCosraoH moved that the words " who 
was practising in this colony before October, 
18.38" after the words " or any perssa holding a 
degree or license from any recognjaed foreign 
university, college orsoboolof medicine" should 
be struck out. 

Dr. Powell uked the hon. gentleman to strike 
out the last quoted words also. 

Mr. DeCosmos decidedly objected. 

Dr. Powell said tho leaving in these last quoted 
words involved tho very principles of the bill ; he 
would therefore move that they be struck out. 

Mr. DeCosmos said if we struck out these 
words we might exclude some of the best medical 
talent and wLich miKhl be eminently loyal and 
British, that had been qualified in the best 
Americsn or European universities. 

Mr. Young wished to know why foreigners 
should bo debarred from having medical men of 
their own nationaliiy. Why should Frenchmen 
and others who had built up at least half Ibis ooi- 
ony be compelled lo go to an English physioian 
who could not understand their explanation of 
their complaints / 

Mr, Fianklin said there were Chinese duclurs 
hero too, in whom their countrymen bad Krcat 
faith, and who would bi ])revontcd from nracticini/ 
liy this lull. (Laughter ) 

Mr. DeCosmos — And great modicinc mcn ' 
(Liughter.) 

Mr. Franklin— Yes, tho Indians doubtless had 
their doctors in whom they trusted. 

Mr. Cochrane was astonished to find hon. 
Uniitlcinen who had been so anxious to keep out 
scetatiiinisni in education now show such a seo- 
tari^ui spirit in tho medical profession. (Hear, 
hoar.) He W3S opposed m totu to the spirit of this 
bill and particularly lo thia last qa,)tod claese 

Dr. Helmcken said It was not his intention In 
have said a single word on this bill, but he found 
that some hon. gentlemen had gone astray on the 
subject. It had already been stated that diploina.< 
could b» had from foreign UniTeriiti»s without 
any study, while in English and Colonial bcIiuoIh 
four years' study must ho gone throunh. 'J'lu; tcn- 
denoy in British countries was to Increase liie dif- 
ficaltiia of obtaining diplomas, whereas in other 
countries it was seen that one or at most two years 
gave a man qnaliflcations for practising. The 
question now was— and ho spoke ai a member of 
the House, not as a medical man— whether we 
would admit men who were not eduoaled tn the 
profession at all lo practi'a on the lives of our 
wives and familios. He was act prepared to do 
this [hear, hear.) The man who was admitted to 
practice medicine and call himself a doctor in this 
colony must have received a full and com|ilctc 
education [hear, hear]. He would not prevent 
nny body from giving medicine, but only educated 
men must prasiice ae doctors. There was an ab- 
surdity already pused in this bill, vis,, as to ap- 
plicants educated wholly or partly in this colony. 
It was utterly Irapoaslblo lo educate a medical iniiii 
in tho colony. Anatomy and the otiicr branches 
could not be taught hero, because tho groat book 
— Iho human body- could not bo uDfoldcd hero 
for the use of students. He hoped tho timo micht 
come when this could bo dono in the colony 'hear, 
hear]. Ho would propose the following uinond- 
mont, which ho thought would meet tho publie 
views— and it was on public grounds and no other 
that he supported this ill ; ho would move that 
tho words " who was pruelising in the colony on 
iir before October, IbOS," be struck out, una tni« 
(ilauso added ; 

" Provided always, that no sucli licence bo 
grunted upon tho presentation of soy do.ireB Irum 
any foreign University or aobool of Uedloineun- 
lc.is such University or Sohool shall require four 
years of study." 

Mr. Franklin was glad to see so liberal an 
amendment from his hon. friend, but ho would 
wish to se.i the bill be suoh as not to txcludo gra 
duatos from suoh schools as Harvard University 
and other eminent schools in the T.lnited Stulcs. 

Dr. Ilolmoken admitted at once that there were 
flrst class surgeons and physlclanu in the United 
Stales, but that was not beosuso they were only 
obliged to study one or two years (licar, hoar/. 
These eminent Amorionn doctors generally lln- 
ished their studies in Kngland or France, or both. 

The amendment was carried and the sictlon 
passed as follows :
